At the time of the assault there was a 
case against Loving in the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction for cruelly beating his wife. 
Loving went directly from the court-room 
on that occasion to 1339 Genoa street, his 
wife’s home, and almost killed her. She 
Swore out a warrant for his arrest and he 
almost brained her with a poker when he 
learned of her action. ' 


SUBSTITUTING BALLOTS. 


Chairman Higgins Puts the Law Be- 
fore Would-Be Offenders. 


Election Commissioner Higgins wishes to 
call the attention of the big corporations 
to one particular section of the election 
law so that they cannot plead ignorance 
in case they are hauled up for felony. 

The law is upon the subject of substitut- 
ing prepared ballots for those furnished in 
udges of election. 

A strict watch will be kept for any at- 
tempt at substitution, and an example made 
of the first offender caught. The law 


says: 

Sec. 76. Fraudulent changing or substi- 
tuting ballots, a felony. If any person 
shall fraudulently change or alter.the ballot 
of any elector, or substéetute one ballot for 
another, or fraudulently furnish any elector 
with a ballot containing more than the 
proper number of names, or shall intention- 
ally practice any fraud upon any elector 
to induce him to deposit a ballot as his 
vote, which shail be thrown out and not 
counted, or otherwise willfully defraud him 
of his vote, every such person shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be adjudged guilty of 
a felony, and shall be punished with im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for not less 
than two nor more than five years, or im-

Neither were the trust company’s clerks, 
who came out of the bullding to chéck off 
the coneignment. The clerks wore yellow 
badges, but most of the men who wanted 
to know all about it wore white decorations.

The blocks were unloaded on an elevator 
on the sidewalk and lowered to the massive 
safe deposit vault beneath the trust com- 
pany’s new bul . The crowd in the 
meantime grew in such proportions that the 
police had to take a hand in keeping the 
street open for traffic. 

Seen by. a Post-Dispatch reporter, Vice- 
President and General Counsel Breckinridge 
Jones admitted that a goodly stock of silver 
had been placed in the vaults, but he de- 
lined to give any further details. “I do 
not know who owns the silver, and if I did 
it would be very improper to make it pub- 
lic. We rent boxes and vaults here, aud it 
would not be in accord with good business 
ethics to tell what dur customers are put- 
ting in these receptacles, even if we knew. 

“Our relations with our patrons are of a 
confidential nature, just as much so as it 
is with the banks. No banker would furnish 
a «tatement of a depos!tor’s balance on such 
a request and it would be wrong for us to 
furmsh any information. I will say that 
it is nothing unusual to recefve Silver 
bull'on here and I cannot see why any Sig- 
nifi©eance should be attached to such 4 
consignment at th’: time. 

ol. Auguste B. Ewing, a director of the 
trust company and a large owner of 
silver properties, looked at the scene from a 
window, and he said when questioned that 
it was not his silver and furthérmore did 
not know who owned the consignment. 

At the offices of the Wells Fargo Express 
Co. the officials declined to say who was 
storing the popular metal which is to be re- 
stored to the position the constitution in- 
tended MH Mr. Bryan and a Democratic Con- 
gress are elected.

UPUN HAVANA, |: 


FORCES OF GOMEZ WILL SOON BE- 
SIEGE THE CAPITAL. 


MACEO |S TO Co-OPERATE. 


Gomez Is Planning an Aggressive 
Campaign and the Spaniards 
Are Worried. 


KEY WEST, Fie; Nov. 2.—A prominent 
Cuban representative of this che said to a 
correspondent that it could be positively an- 
nounced that the City of Havana would 
be besieged by Maximo Gomez within the 
next sixty days. To that end, he said, Go- 
mez and all the repel forces are now march- 
ing westward toward the capital. 

This Cuban is in direct communication 
with the insurgent leaders in the field and 


is the local medium through whom all in- 
surgent correspondence for the New York 
Junta passes. He stated that there was 
no confirmation of a rumor circulated by 
Cuban passengers who arrived here last 
night that the towns in the immediate out- 
skirts of the city oe Havana had been al- 
ready besieged by » Insurgents. 

While the Hava’ — many of which 
were received mer last night, con- 
tinue to maintai.. .-ience in regard to Ma- 
ceo’s movements ste his brilliant attack 
on Artemisa ten days ago, it is insisted by 
active partisans here in direct communica- 
tion with the leaders in Cuba that be un- 

uestlonably crossed the military trocha at 
that point during the bombardment of the 
town. They say that with a small following 
he has since marched through the entire 
province of Havana and is now at Colon, a 
central point in Matanzas Province, 

It is alleged that his mission there is to 
concentrate and assume command of the 
forces of Ricardo, Trujilo, Rojas an@other 
minor rebel leaders who have been operating 
in that vicinity with between 4,000 and 5,000 
well-armed men. 

Notwithstanding the persistency of this 
report, other Cubans here, apparently 
equally well informed, expressed doubt that 
Maceo has left the province of Pinar Del 
Rio. Such a movement, they say, would 
imply defeat by the superior forces sent 
against him by Capt.-Gen. Weyler. The 
explanation, however, is offered that no 
abandonment of territory has been made, 
as Gen. Rius Tivera, a veteran of the last 
war, has been left in comand of the in- 
surgent forces in Pinar Del Rio, while 
Maceo has gone westward in obedience to 
orders from his superiors to operate with 
Maximo Gomes in the latter’s new cam- 
paign of invasion.

The voter who desires to cast a good bal- 


lot at Tuesday's election has but a tew sim- | 


ple rules to bear in mind. \ 

The first thing he must do is to go to the 
polling place where he registered, and upon 
entering announce his name and address 
in an audible and distinct maner to the 
judges seated either side of the ballot box. 

One judge will have a register marked 
“Original” and the other one marked “Du- 
plicate.” They will immediately turn to the 
books and find the registry of that particu- 
lar voter. If the name appears on the 
book in proper form one of the judges will 
take a folded ballot and write his initials 
upon the back of it with a pen or an in- 


delible pencil, He will then hand it to 
the other judge, who will write his initials 
upon it in the same manner and pass it to 
the voter. 

The voter then retires to one of the booths 
a few steps away and prepares his ballot, 

Unfolding it he will find seven tickets 
or columns printed on one large sheet. He 
must then proceed to scratch out al — 
one of these columns by drawing per 
dicular lines through them from top to ot. 
tom. Having reduced his ballot in this 
manner to ohe ticket he proceeds to scratch 
out the names of those candidates he does 
not wish to vote for and write upon the 
line under the scratched name the name 
of the candidate he does wish to vote for. 

We arranged his vote in one column 
with other columns scratched out the 
voter folds the ballot up again into the 
same fuids as it was when he received it 
po that the initials of the two judges appear 
on the back of it as before. 

He then returns to the table and hands 
the ballot to the judge he received it from 
and waits to see that it is properly depos- 
ited in the box.

Because Mrs. Mary Walsmith of 1443 North 
Gixteenth street had once administered | 
morphine to her sister, under a physician's | 
prescription, she thought she was duahfled 
to edminister it by guess to the 4-year-old 
daughter of Mrs, Frances Smith of 813 North 
Fifteenth street.

Her experiment was a fatal one, the 
ohild dying at 6:30 o’clock Monday morning 
at the City Hospital from the effects of the 
@rug. Mrs. Walsmith was absolved from 


responsibility for the child's death at an in- 
est held at 9 o’clock by Deputy Coroner 
d under the direction of Coroner Walter 


J. ait 
Mrs. Walemith and Mrs. Smith have been 
friends since last July. Mrs. Smith is a 
Widow and keeps a rooming house for men 
at 813 North Fifteenth street. Mrs. Wal- 
emith, who works as a domestic when em- 
ploy has been a frequent viaitor at the 
ouse. She called there Sunday night with 
@ man named Evans and found Mrs. Smith's 
daughter Jessie quite ill. The child's mother 
told her Jessie had been suffering from a 
bad cold for a week and had slept ecarcely 
any in that time. Jessie was very restless 
Sunday night. 

According to Mrs. Smith’s testimony at 
the inquest Mrs. Walsmith suggested that 
something be given the ohild to quiet her 
and enable her to rest. She said that mor- 
phine would produce the desired effect and 
could be u with gafety. The mother at 
first objected, being afraid of the drug, but 
Mrs. Walsmith reassured her and herself 
went to a drug store on Franklin avenue 
near Fifteenth street for the morphine. 

Mrs. Walsmith gave the child “a very 
little on the point of a teaspoon,” and the 
little one immediately sank into .slumber. 
The two women resumed their conversa- 
tion, Evans having gone out before the 
morphine was administered. 

Thomas Cooper, a civil engineer rooming 
at the house, came in about 9 o'clock. He 
moticed that Jessie was breathing heavily.’ 
He phought that she had merely taken fresh 
Sold. @ joined in the conversation, but 
after Mrs. Walemith left at 9:45 o'clock, his 
Attention was again attracted to the child 
Dy her breathing. It was growing more and 
more labored. He called the child's moth- 
er. There was a N in the child's 
hroat and Mrs. Smith told Cooper that Mrs. 

alsmith had administered morphine. 

a en I knew the cause of the heavy
